HOW TO PLAY " 

3 or more can play. 
Object of the game is to collect more 
sets of 'Happy Families' than your 
opponents (4 cards in each set). 
Shuffle and deal all the cards, face 
down. Players look at their own cards 
and decide which cards are needed to 
complete a family. The player to left of 
the dealer asks any other player for a 
card, naming which particular card 
they want (e. g. MRS. POLONEY - or 



BUTCHER 2, if you can't remember 
the name!). The player asking must 
already hold one or more members of 
the same family that they're 
requesting. If the player asked holds 
the card requested, they must give it 
up - in which case the player who 
asked goes on asking other players for 
cards until they get a 'NO' reply.
